RUSSIA AND THE CONFERENCE 
''The stage manager of the economic, 


congress at Genoa is Lloyd George, but 
the star of the play is Kussia." said the 
New York Herald.-''The five great nations 
which 
framed 
the congress talk about 


peace, confidence, finance, credit, com- 
merce and industry. But in their minds 
is Russia, and again Russia."' A few words 
about Mr. Lloyd George's present attitude 
toward the Russian problem, and the bol- 
shcvist position at the Genoa conference 
as defined by this attitude may be of in- 
terest. 
While everyone expected the 


premier would appear before the parlia- 
ment as a staunch, supporter of peace with 
the bolshevik! almost "at any price," he 
proposed, as he himself said, "a moderate 
policy—a cautions policy.". Mr. Lloyd 
George was eloquent in explaining that 
"Europe needs what Russia can supply.'' 
But while emphasizing Russia's needs for 
capital, he made it clear that "it will not 
get capital without security, confidence 
and peace, internal as well as external." 
He also emphasized that "'the character 
and extent of diplomatic representation 
(between Russia and Great Britain) de- 
pend not merely on the conditions which 
Russia is prepared to accept but upon the 
actual proof which she can give us of her 
bona fides.'' 


Thus, the position taken by Mr. Lloyd 


George does not differ much from that 
tak- 


en by Secretary Hughes. 
The British 


prime 
minister 
seems 
to 
have 
de- 


parted from the 
one-sided resolution 


adopted by the supreme council at Cannes. 
—the resolution which dealt exclusively 
with the rights of foreigners in Russia.— 
towards Secretary Hughes' position which 
deals with the general 
conditions in 


Russia.. 
The position taken now by Mr. 


Lloyd George may be in large degree due 
to the well expressed and firm attitude oL' 
the United States in the Russian problem. 
Neither Russian nor European reconstruc- 
tion is possible without America's partici- 
pation, and therefore America, although 
absent, and probably because of. her ab- 
Nence, is the most powerful fad or in t h e 
Genoa conference. 
In addition to the 


'American attitude. Mr. Lloyd George had 
to consider the strong opposition in the 
ranks of the coalition to the plan of rec- 
ognizing the bolsheviki. 
Finally, thei\> 


is the position of Franco, the Poincarc 
policy, which the British prime minister 
Lad to consider. 


The report of the allied experts repre- 


sents the expected program'-minimum of 
reforms that must take place in Russia 
before any economic cooperation with 
Russia is possible. 
The bolsheviki. on 


their part, have presented a program- 
maximum of what they are ready to con- 
cede. The main question is whether the 
program-maximum of the bolsheviki is 
far- 


reaching enough to meet the program- 
ininimum of the outside world. Signs arc. 
not lacking to convey a definite impres- 
sion that the Genoa conference will demon- 
strate very soon that the chasm between 
Bolshevism and democratic civilization 
cannot be bridged. 


On the surface, at least, it seems that 


Russia's claims for indemnity against the, 
allies, including the United Stairs, bavc 
been tarried to a degree of absurdity l!iat, 
disclose a purpose to accomplish repudia- 
tion of b_er own debts, both war and pre- 
war. It is clear that Russia had hoped 1o 
play Great Britain against Fran-re to force 
concessions that would permit her lo take 
home ample credits, and therefore a JH-W 


xlease on life for communism, without he- 


v ing called to account for her debt repu- 


diation. 
But England and Franco will 


not break over Russia any more than tin-s- 
have broken over Germany or other ucuii; 
issues. 


The least that the Genoa conference can 


do is to prepare the way for a subsequent. 
conference in which the United Stat.es is 


: ^represented dealing strictly with the eco- 


nomic restoration of Europe. 
Unques- 


ably reparations and disarmament will 


have to lie considered sooner or later, 
since they lay at the bottom of European 
recovery.' While the results of the Genoa 
conference cannot yet be forecast, it is, 
quite possible that they may be more be-no- 
licial than present 
controversies would 


seem to indicate.

According to Sir Arthur Conan Doyle, 


who says he has held converse with about 
twenty discarnate beings that left this 
world for the other, there are planes of 
different levels in the ethereal sphere of 
modem spiritism. If that place resembles 
the 
descriptions which 
communicative 


spirits are said to have given, the spirit 
world must consist of nuv.zamnc living 
pi-ices. 


There is one place called "Paradise," 


says Sir Arthur, where the happy spirits 
live. Spirits live in "Paradise", which is 
said to be somewhat better than the earth, 
an average of about forty years. 
They 


keep on floating to higher, and higher, 
and still mezzanine elysiums. 


Reprobate spirits begin on a plane low- 


er than "Paradise", and keep on sinking, 
sinking, and still sinking, to lower and 
still lower mezzanines, until they repent, 
and they begin their upward flights. 


Converse with the spirits is accom- 


plished by means of mediums, and their 
power of communication is said to be ecto- 
plasm, which is. at first, a vapor or gas. 
The efficiency of mediums is affected con- 
siderably, according to Sir Arthur, by 
climatic conditions, and it is easier to 
speak with the dead in one country than 
another. 


Sir Arthur is entitled to his opinion. 


If lie prefers to substitute stuff like this 
for the regular Christian teachings, it is 
his business. But there obviously is noth- 
ing that is even plausible to these so-called 
revelations. 
Ignite obviously there is 


nothing inspiring^or hopeful, or. for that 
matter, consoling, to spiritism. 
And to 


the average man the revelations have all 
the elements of romance. 


CRIME AND ITS CAUSES 


Members of the special law enforce- 


ment committee of the American Bar as- 
sociation are studying crime and its caus- 
is. and they hope to report practical sug- 
gestions for minimizing the worst of- 
fenses against, society. 
In an endeavor 


to base their findings on actual condi- 
tions, instead of theory, they are investi- 
gating methods prevailing in jails and 
procedure in the courts, and they are even 
inviting convicts to aid them with expert 
opinion. 


Are convicts qualified to arrive at un- 


biased conclusions or to give reliable ad- 
vice .' As their lives are abnormal, and 
their views distorted, are their ideas not 
likely to be prejudiced or eccentric? Is 
it not probable that their philosophy of 
right and wrong is based on deficiency or 
delinquency of some kind.' 
There must 


be an average of experience among crim- 
inals that indicates the principal causes 
and incentives to crime. 
There must be 


evidence among the majority of criminals 
that certain conditions which are general- 
ly prevalent ordinarily breed crime. 


Five convicts appeared before the 
com- 


mittee in the Illinois penitentiary in Jo- 
liet. Three of them declared that discord, 
unhappiness and uncongenial circumstanc- 
es in the horn-,- were the chief causes of 
crime. 
Boys who 
have unsatisfactory 


home environments arc: driven to seek di- 
version and companionship outside the 
home, and they mingle witli bad company 
and acquire demoralizing habits. 
Two of 


them said that association a.ud environ- 
ment determine a boy's or u yotiHg man's 
future. 
Two blamed the courts for mak- 


ing criminals. 
They explained that inno- 


cent suspects, whose cases are continued. 
are kept with hardened criminals and are 
taught and urir'-d to break the law. They 
advised that the courts should free the 
innocent quickly and be speedy in dealing 
justice to the guilty. 


Crime cannot be prevented or lessened 


unless the (vsos are known, and under- 
stood. 
Piihishmont is not a preventive. 


Prevention eaii only be brought about by 
eliminating the causes. 
The committee 


should have no difficulty in ascertaining 
the precise causes of crime. The big ques- 
tion is. will parents and society do any- 
thing to remove the causes?

ROUND SHOULDERS 


The considerable weight of head, neck, arms and 


shoulders is supported by the flexible spine in the 
standing and sitting postures. 
When the spinal 


erector muscles, which straighten up the spine, arc 
weak or poorly developed thru neglect of education, 
the shoulders droop forward bending the neck and 
back with them. 
The deformity thus produced is 


called stoop shoulders, round shoulders, slant shoul- 
ders, round back, flat chest, bowed back, slouch pos- 
ture, or, if you can about 40 per visit, kyphosis. 
When the muscular defect is greater on one side, so 
that deviation from normal posture is to one side, 
the deformity is known as lateral curvature of the 
spine, or scoliosis. In the earlier formation of these 
vicious postural defects the deformity is almost al- 
ways remediable by proper exercise, but when the 
child's education i^ sadly neglected, as in most 
common schools even where a 
farcical 
physical 


training is perpetrated to comply -with the letter 
of the law, the deformity is likely to become fixed 
and irremediable unless by radical surgical treat- 
ment. 
. 
• 


Dr. R. Tail McKenzie, professor of physical edu- 


cation in the University of Pennsylvania, in his ex- 
cellent book on "Exercise in Education and Medi- 
cine" (W. B. Saunders Co., Philadelphia), says that 
the requirement of a fixed position in school for 
more than a few minutes at a time is an important 
cause of this deformity. 
"The child's restlessness 


in school," writes Professor McKenzie, "is his only 
means of protest, arid is the object of much misap- 
plied correction by those school teachers who be- 
lieve that quietness and goodness are synonymous." 


Professor McKenzie is a gentleman and does not 


say old maid school teachers, but I am no professor 
and that is what I call teachers who still use the 
antique suppression system. Round shoulders con- 
stitute an appeal for adequately trained teachers, 
for teachers who are themselves mothers, or at least 
not child haters. There is still far to much old maid 
business in our schools. 


Ill fitting school furniture (scats and desks not 


adapted or adjusted to the child's height), long con- 
tinued writing at the resk. the placing of corsets or 
other orthopedic apparatus on young girls at the 
very time when they need proper physical develop- 
ment, the placing of socalled shoulder braces on 
poorly trained children without medical advice, and 
permitting young girls to wear high narrow heels, 
are all factors of round shoulders and spinal curva- 
ture. 


Active recess play out of doors every forenoon 


and afternoon, baseball, basketball, running, gym- 
nasium and athletic field work, and spontaneous un- 
supervised open air games on the playgrounds arc 
the best preventives of such deformities. It is re- 
grettable that so many mothers of girls permit the 
young ones to acquire health destroying ladylike 
dignity in their early teens when the girls should 
«till be interested in wholesome play.

Canned Asparagus 


F you arc 
lucky 


enough to have an 
asparagus 
bod 
of 


your own and it is 
big enough to more 
than 
supply 
> our 


table dry 
canning 


some for winter use. 


Asparagus is one 


of the 
best 
vege- 


tables to can. 
It 


keeps well after can- 
ning and 
requires 


•little preparation for 
canning. 


Pint ars are preferable to quarts 


"or asparagus as the stalks pack bct- 
er in the smaller jar. 


TO CAN ASPARAGl'S 


Cut off the tough ends of each stalk. 


Wash carefully 
and remove 
large 


scales from stalks. 
Blanch, cofld dip 


•tnd pack 
one jar at 
a time. 
Put 


enough' stalks to fill one can in a 
cheesecloth 
square. 
Tin 
loosely to 


:eep the asparagus from breaking. 
Plunge into boiling water ami boil 


15 minutes. Remove from boiling wa- 
;er and plunge immediately into cold 
water. 


Do not let stand 
in cold 
water. 


Drain. 
Pack in sterilized jars. Add 


one-half teaspoon salt to a pint jar 
and fill the jar to within one-quarter 
inch from the top with boiling water. 


Put on can rubber. Put can cover 


half way on. Place in canner and boil 
t\vo hours. Count the lime after the 
water begins to boil again. The jars 
will oool the water a few degrees be- 
low the boiling point. 


At the end 
of two hours remove 


from boiler, finish screwing down top 
and cool quickly. Store in a dark, cool 
place. Light will cause /the asparagus 
to loose its color. 


To half seal a screw top jar turn 


the. cover with the thumb and little 
linger as far as possible. 


To half seal a spring top jar put 


the cover in place and adjust the top 
bail. 
Do not clamp 
the lower bail 


iround the jar. 


If you prefer to can the tops for sal- 


id and the ends for soup cut the tips 
n two-inch lengths. 
The new flat 


glass jars are very satisfactory to use 
for the tips. 


TO CAN ASPARAGUS TIPS 


Wash 
tips 
very 
carefully. 
Put 


enough to fill a pint jar in a cheese- 
cloth square and tie loosely. Blanch 
the tips in steam. 


To do this put the asparagus tied 


in the cheesecloth in a colander over 
a largo kettle of boiling water. Of 
course a steamer is easier to use, but 
the colander answers the purpose. 


Steam 
10 minutes. 
The 
dedicate 


flavor is retained by this method and 
there is less danger of crushing the 
tender tips. 


After blanching plunge into cold wa- 


ter. Drain. Pack in jar. add one-half 
teaspoon salt and fill with boiling wa- 
ter to within one-quarter inch of the 
top. Half seal cover and boil one and 
onc-hnlf hours. The water must cover 
the jars by at least two inches. Al- 
ways count the time of boiling from 
the" time the borling begins after the 
jars are put in the Itoiler. 
Remove 


from boiler, finish sealing and cool 
quickly. 


Remember that the speed with which 


you work counts for much in the keep- 
ing of vegetables or fruit. 


The jars must 
be perfectly steri: 


lized before being- packed and a va- 
cuum must be formed during the can- 
ning." These two conditions insure 
"keeping."
